The Prince of Cobourg is warm in his eulogiums 
on his own army, and pays particular complimeuts 
to the valour and abilities of General Karaiczay. 

His Highneis adds, that the moment he was about 
to clofe his difpatches, he had received an expreis 
from Prince Repnin, with advice, that Prince de Po- 
temkin, having joined the former, and crofled the 
Dnielter, had advanced by rapid marches to ‘Tobak 
in Beflarabia, where he engaged the Serafkier Hal- 
fan Pacha, the late Capitan Pacha, and gained over 
that renowned commander a moft complete and deci- 
five victory. 

The Emperor has been pleafed, on this occafion, 
to advauce Captain Hartlemuller to the rank of Ma- 
jor ; and has, befides, made hima prefent of a dia- 
mond folitaire, valued at 1000 ducats. 

His Imperial Majeity has alfo granted a brevet- 
commifhoa to Prince de Cobourg, by which he is 
appointed a Field Marfhal in the Imperial army. _ 

‘Te Deum was fung in the principal church at Vi- 
enna, on account of this important victory. The 
Count de Haddick, the Prince de Lobkowitz, and all 
the garrifon, aililted on the occafion. ‘The troops 
fired three rounds, and all the cannon on the ram- 
parts joined in a general feu de sore. 

Had it not been for this victory, Moldavia would 
have returned to its old matters the Turks,—Choczim 
would have been in danger of being taken—and_pro-

CONSPIRACY. 

The perfons concerned in the confpiracy, mention- 
ed in our laft, at Paris, are reported to have inrolled 
no lefs than fifty thoufand. 

The Chevalier de Liveron, the Abbe Douglas, and 
Lady Renaud de Bufly, have been arrefted in a houle 
in Le Rue Mazarin. They are accufed of having 
been the principal agents employed in thefe inroll- 
ments. They were iurprifed on Tuefday laft, at the 
moment when they were receiving two letters from 
two of the inrolled perfons, who demanded to know 
the day, the hour, and the word of rallying. Lifts 
of this new militia were found among them; and a 
long catalogue of profcriptions, containing the names 
of thofe co whom the Patriots feel themfelves under 
the greatelt obligations. Together with in{trnétions 
for carrying on the plot, were found the plans of va- 
rious attacks. The moft diftinguithed perfons among 
the profcribed were to have been executed inftantly, 
as their punifhment would ferve to {pread terror a- 
mongtt the others. 

On the fame day, (Tuefday,) M. Viaud de la Tour 
was feized as he was quitting Paris. He was conduc- 
ted to his hotel, which was found without any furni- 
ture. This has given rife to fome fufpicions which 
have juttified them in determining to fecure his per-

M. Amelot, and de Maiffemy have been fecureds 
as well as a number of other perfons lefs known. 
Many Members of the National Affembly fled on the 
fame night, and many others would have followed 
them, but could not obtain paffports. 

The uniforms which were made fimilar. in appear- 
ance to thofe of the National Parifian Guard, proved 
certainly an ingenious means of making the patriotic 
foldiers fall into the fnare of the affaflins, and would, 
had not the circumftance been timely difcovered, have 
undoubtedly fucceeded.

‘The reft 
of this village, confifting of more than 150 houfes, is 
totally deltroved. ‘rhe earth appears divided in dif- 
ferent places ; the cattle have perifhed ; and it is faid, 
mote than roo perfons have loft their lives. At 
Cefpia, a lithe way from Borgo-fan-fepolchro, the 
whole houfes are thrown down, and the crop totally 
deftroyed. It ‘is faid, that the greatelt damage has 
been done at the town of Caitello, from whence a 
great deal of dat and fmoke has been obferved to 
atcend.”
